Scientists Say Hailey’s Orb Has Lost 
the Most of Its Appendage 
and May Miss Us 
Entirely. 


Taking Up Condemned Walk. 


St. Louis, Mo., 
May j?:—Hailey’s 
comet, the great sky orb , which has 
terrified the world for ages, at inter­ 
vals of seventy-five years, will b ring 
the earth to the crisis of the century 
Wednesday night. 
While St. 
Louis 
and all America 
sleeps and only the astronomers in 
the great ob servatories 
are 
awake 
our 
planet, 
for three 
hours, 
v/ill 
swing through the mysterious "scimi­ 
tar of light,” the nature of which is 
still a m atter of 
speculation, 
even 
among the 
noted 
scientists of the 
world. 
Although no harm will come to the 
earth or its Inhab itants as the result 
of our voyage 
through 
the comet’s 
tail, the planet will he sub jected to 
conditions not 
felt 
since the great 
traveler swept through out solar sys- 
:em three-quarters of a century ago. 
The distance at which the two b odies 
will pass 
is 
estimated variously at 
from 11.000,000 to 
19,000,000 miles, 
with 15,000,000 miles as the generally 
accepted computation. 
Since the tail of the comet was b ut 
20,000,000 miles long when the last 
accurate measurement was made, and 
since it 
decreases 
as 
the 
comet 
moves away from the sun. it will b e 
seen that the possib ility of harm to 
the earth Is very remote.

In this period, of now nearly nine­ 
teen centu ries, God's holy Spirit has 
been granted to his faithfu l ones, and 
to these alone. Only the fu lly conse­ 
crated hav e been accepted

that spirit inherently —to act d'rectly 
as agent« ‘ of div ine fav or instead of 
indirectly .

All w’ho are thu s spirit-begotten (by j 
the holy Spirit (John i, 13) du ring 
this age are promised a spirit birth, 
to spirit-being in

resu rrection. 
We read,'“^t is sown in corru ption; itj 
is raised 
Incorru ption; it is sown . 
in^ dishonor; It is raised in glory : It 
is sown in weakness; it is raised in 
power: It is sown an animal body ;

For 
this I say , brethren, that flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God; neither doth corru ption inherit 
incorru ption” (I Corinthians xv 42- 
44,59 ).

u nto thee” (Acts x, 32; xi, 14, 15.) 
Thu s were the two “key s” u sed by 
Peter, anti thu s were 
the doors of 
the Gospel, the high calling of join» 
heirship with 
Jesu s, 
thrown 
open, 
both to the Jews and to the Gentiles, 
throu gh faith in the preciou s blood. 
The doors tku s thrown open are not 
y et closed; hu t, 
as 
we sometimes 
sing, “That gate was left 
ajar for 
m e.” 
I rejoice 
wu th 
y ou today , fellow 
stu dents of the Word 
of God,» that 
this great gift of God is still obtain 
able, that the tim e has not y et fu lly 
come when the door of opportu nity 
to this high calling mu st close. Close 
it will so soon as the fu ll nu mber of 
the “elect” 
has 
been 
complete J. 


’fhank God

another door will 
then open, the door of restitu tion to 
hu man perfection and to earthly life,
